Holmes tm the latter's action against the 
Chicago Underwriters’ ‘association, contin- 
‘ued his attacks yesterday on the legality of 
the association in the hearing before Judge 
Brentano. Attorney Furber said the mem- 
bers of the association were banded together 
to prosecute Mr. Holmes and were making an 
effort to injure his business.

He further declared that an effort of the as- 
j sociation was being made to ruin the busi- 


ness of outsiders and force every one to bow _ 


to its will, He added: 

“The members are trying to com Mr. 
| Holmes to bow to a crime of which y are 
guilty. They are unlawfully —— 
to divert $5,000 into their own pockets which 
belongs to Cook county. Mr. Holmes be- 
heves that the laws of the state and the na- 
tion are superior to the bylaws of the Un- 
derwriters’ association. 

Attorney Furber asked the court to pro- 
tect his client from the alleged boycott rules 
of the association, which would work auto- 
matically as soon as he was expelled. He de- 
clared that his client did not hold that all 
the rules of the Underwriters’ association 
were fllegal, but only some of them, and that 
he desired to partake of the l¢éttimate bene- 
fite of the organization. He appealed to the 
court not to destroy but to conserve the as- 
sociation by purifying it. He stated that all 
that was needed was to purge it of its nie- 
galities and allow it to contirnue. 

Attorney Furber claimed that the partner-
